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The 7 December and the 21 Deceuber meetings of the cadres, Schaerbeck Section, 
Belgian Communist Party, indic.te concern over the financial situation of the 
section and over the unemployment situation in Belgium. The necessity for 
union membership was stressed at both meetings, and there were the usual 
diacussions of means of incressing the sale of com.unist publications.

b, hembers were inforned in a report tiade by Snoers that the finaneial situation 
of the section was precarious. The section had borrowed 2,000 franes from the 
press fund, The money obtained from press shares and the sale of publicctions 
went into a special account and thus was of no help, It was proposed that the 
special press and literature funds each contribute 50 franca a month toward 
rent. Attention was directed to the problem of several non-Belgian Party members 
who felt the necessity for resigning because of police surveillance of their 
activities. It was agreed that such individuals, if they continued to remit 
secretly their dues, might be excused frau attendance at meetings. Farticular 
reference was made to the case of Szlana Lajster, who members were asked not 

to visit because she was under police surveillance, wention was made of the 

fact that all CP wembers should belong to unions, Individuals engaged in 
clothing, textile, skins and leather, food, hotel, tobacco and similar industries 
were told to join their respective unions, Those in the metallurgical, “iterary, 
building, transportation and public service fields were advised to Sign up with 
the FGIB. Gregoire asked that instances of non~couipliance be brought before the 
Section which would then inform the Federation. Haest requested that an 
intensive propaganda campaign for the local paper be conducted, It was decied 
that on 19 December 3 truck bearing publicity posters would be sent out, to be

b, JDewil reported on the unewployment situation in belgium. Froposais for the 
publicution and distribution of the report were considered. Gregoire announced 
that "La oolidarite", a Coi:.unist-controlled cultural group in which the BCP 
has a source of future mewbers and supporters, would collaborate with the CP in 
aiding the uncuployed, Snoers requested that aia be extenued to the peasants 
in nearby sections, in order to preclude the possibility of their seeking 
euployz.ent at too low a wage level und thereby causing more unemployment, He 
also declared th.t the Purty should watch the activities of the syndicats 


' Chretions, which were carrying on o campaign against foreigners. Various press 


questions wore next considered. A special sale of srupeuu liouge was planned, 
ana the next sale of La Coi.une discussed, Finally, iechoin requested the 
questionnaires for the 1949 cards, stating that if these were not received soon 
the cards could not be isuucd on schedule. iseubers were inforued that the 1949 
party cards would not, bo issucd to those who were in a position to join a union 
and who had not done s0, «an extra session devoted to the union question was
